‘fault of good and sufficient bafil, to commit said 
parties to Jail, 

It is further ordered, that if said Sheriff shall 
ri to detect and arrest any persons as aforesaid, 
on his frét breaking into said houses or rooms, 
he shall, om the same day and night, again 
break open the same, and continue to do 80 
onthe same day and night until the guilty parties 
are caught and bound over as aforesaid; 80 as 
to make at least one successful descent on each 
day. if possible. 

It is further ordered, that in case the game call- 
ed keno shall continue to be played at any of said 
houses or rooms, or any other place or places in 
the City of Atlanta, after seven days from the time 
this order goes into effect, said Sheriff shall, with 
his posec, break open and enter the same on sev- 
eral times on the same day and night, and arrest 
and cause to be bound over or committed to jail 
all persons found gaming as aforesaid, and con- 
tinue te do so On each successive day, until the 8d 
Monday in July proximo. 

It is further ordered, that acting Solicitor Gen- 
eral, E. I'. Howell, attend the committing trial of 


aforesaid, and prosecute cash case in behalf of the 
State. 

It is further ordered, that this order be execut 
ed on and after the 2ith inst., aud that the duty 
of executing the same devolve, first, on J. O. Har 
ris, Sheriff; secondly, on W. L. Hubbard, Deputy 
Sheriff; and thirdly, on T. J. Perkerson, Deputy 
Sheriff; but the execution of this order by any one 
of these officers shall not be deemed any excuse for 
the others who may be primarily responsible. 

It is further ordered, that said Sheriffs shall 
take all necessary steps to procure a podee suff · 
cient to overcome all resistance to the éxecation 
of this order, aud that he report his actings and 
doings under this order to this Court, on the third 
Monday in July next, together with the names of 
all persons who have failed or refused to serve jn |b 
his posse after being requested to do so. 

It is further ordered, that this order be publish.
